To  the  Mayor,  Alderman  and  Councillors 

of  the  County  Borough  of  West  Hartlepool. 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  sixteenth  Annual 
Report  on  the  health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  County 
Borough  of  West  Hartlepool. 

The  Report  as  in  the  last  few  years  is  an  Interim  Report, 
abbreviated,  following  war  time  restrictions,  but  it  is  hoped 
that  next  year  we  will  see  a  return  to  normal  when  full  details 
of  the  work  of  the  department  may  be  published. 

The  statistical  figures  arrived  late  in  the  day,  and 
further  delays  were  caused  by  shortage  of  staff  locally,  so 
that  interest  in  the  report  is  largely  diminished  and  limited 
to  the  few. 

Your  Medical  Staff  is  now  at  pre-war  strength  and  the 
Sanitary  Inspectors  and  Clerical  Department  almost  so,  with 
the  result  that  one  is  writing  of  difficult  times,  and  times 
of  great  restraint,  whilst  in  the  midst  of  totally  different 
staff  conditions  and  new  developments. 

However,  I  wish  to  assure  you  that  generally  speaking 
the  health  of  the  Borough  is  well  maintained,  and  there  is  very 
little  worthy  of  note  in  the  vital  statistics,  which  have 
varied  little  during  war  vears  and  indeed  compare  very 
favourably  with  peace  time. 

The  birth  rate  is  slightly  lower  this  last  year,  but  so 
is  the  death  rate.  The  Intantile  Mortality  Figure  has  been 
a  bit  disappoint ing  and  seems  to  have  been  affected  principally 
by  Diarrhoea  and  Enteritis,  but  whether  this  is  significant 
of  the  times  we  were  living  through  I  am  unable  to  be  definite 
upon,  but  that  impression  is  left,  and  with  it  the  hope  that, 
with  more  labour  available  and  stricter  control,  the  cleaner 
and  safer  handling  of  food  and  drink  may  be  accomplished. 

I  am  very  grateful  for  the  help  and  support  of  the 
Members  of  the  Health  Committee  and  the  helpful  co-operation  of 
the  other  departments  of  'the"  Corporation,  and  finally,  I  wish 
to  thank  the  members  of  my  own  staff  for  their  loyalty  and 
their  part  in  maintaining  the  health  of  the  borough,  and  their 
work  in  making  the  completion  of  this  report  possible.

INSTITUTION  AT,  TREATMENT  FOR  UNMARRIED  MOTHERS,  ILLEGITIMATE 

CHILDREN.  AND  HOMELESS  CHILDREN . 

The  Children’s  Homes  have  been  closed  since  20th  November, 

1939. 


Nurse  Lambert,  who  deals  with  social  cases,  venereal 
disease  and  illegitimate  children,  has  submitted  the  following 
report  on  29  cases  investigated  during  the  year. 

Luring  the  year  1945,  I  have  visited  twenty-nine  cases 
concerning  illegitimate  children.  Seventeen  of  these  children 
are  in  good  homes  and  are  going  very  well.  Four  are  awaiting 
adoption.  Five  are  in  fair  homes,  three  of  the  mothers  are 
suffering  from  Venereal  Disease  and  are  attending  Mill  House 
Treatment  Centre. 

Three  are  in  verv  poor  homes  and  whilst  the  children 
appear  to  be  thriving,  the  home  conditions  are  bad.  The 
mothers  of  these  children  are  also  having  treatment  at  Mill 
House  Centre. 

Other  illegitimate  children  in  good  homes  and  circumstance 
are  cared  for  and  attended  by  the  Health  Visitors".

During  the  year  Home  and  Domestic  Helps  we re  engaged  in 
112  cases  -  76  during  the  confinement  of  the  mother,  and  36 
during  the  illness  of  the  mother,  or  member  of  the  household.

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MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE.  (By  Dr.  J . F . Farquhar .  ) 
ANTE-NATAL  CLINIC 

As  con  be  seen  from  the  figures  the  frequency  of  individual 
attendance  is  less,  but  the  number  of  new  cases  and  the  number  of 
individuals  attending  are  increased.  As  the  number  of  births  in 
the  borough  was  less  than  the  previous  vear  onOcan  only  account 
for  it  by  concluding  that  the  women  have  become  clinic  conscious. 

This  is  all  to  the  good.  Even  the  additional  and  routine 
process  of  having  a  small  quantity  of  blood  withdrawn  for 

*  examination  has  not  discouraged  them.  The  standard  of  health  and 
the  physical  development  of  nearly  all  the  women  are  good. 

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE . 

The  work  here  continues  as  before.  The  number  of  children 
attending  has  risen  from  2691  to  3650,  which  is  to  be  expected 
following  the  last  years  rise  in  the  Birth  rate. 

There  is  still,  far  too  little  breast  feeding.  The  causes  are 
varied,  but  among  them  one  feels  that  'there  is  not  enough  encourage¬ 
ment  given  to  the  mothers  to  persevere.  A  temnorarv  difficulty  is 
too  often  regarded  as  unsurmount able  and  the  baby  is  lightheartedlv 
taken  off  the  breast  end  put  on  the  bottle. 

Immunising  goes  on  energetically  and  the  fewness  of  the  cases  in 
hospital  this  year  is  witness  to  the  good  it  does. 

We  must  get  more  end  more  children  immunised  and  them  we  might 
see,  if  not  the  complete  disappearance  of  diphtheria,  its  almost 
complete  disappearance. 

Visits  to, bad,, homes  with  the  N.S.P.C.C.  Inspector  were  carried 
out,  ana  one  case  wts  prosecuted. 

ULTRA  VIOLET  RAY. 

This  clinic  functions  to  bring  some  additional  sunlight,  over 
and  above  what  the  clinic  of  West  Hartlepool  affords,  into  the  lives 
of  those  children  and  mothers  who  are  in  special  need  of  it. 

Increased  appetite,  increase  of  weight  and  a  general  toning  up 
are  the  chief  benefits  derived  from  it.  A  special  room  for  the  ultra 
violet  lamp  and  the  sun  worshippers  if  it  were  obtainalbe  v/ould  be  a 
great  help  to  the  running  of  this  clinic. 

NURSERIES  AND  NURSERY  SCHOOLS. 


These  fill  a  very  real  need  in  the  world  to-day.  The  story 

and  circumstances  behind  each  child  are  proof  that  they  are  very 
far  from  being  places  which  afford  an  easy  wav  out  for  lazy  parents. 

The  health  of  the  children  as  in  previous  vears  has  been  good 

«~^d  the  incidence  of  infectious  illness  has  been  no  higher  inside 
an  outside  the  nurseries.  We  should  be  glad  to  have  more  outside 
apparatus  for  climbing,  but  the  difficulty  always  has  been  the  lack 
of  timber  for  such  eouipment. 

Christmas  was  celebrated  in  the  usual  way  with  a  party  to 
parents  and  friends,  and  a  visit  from  Santa  Claus  with  a  present  for 
each  child.  The  nurseries  still  had  waiting  lists  of  children 
needing  care. 

Two  probationers  sat  for  and  both  passed  the  examination  for 
the  Nursery  Nurses ’Diploma .  One  went  on  to  train  as  a  hospital  nurse 
and.  the  other  remained  and  was  promoted  on  the  nursery  staff.  This 
examination  is  ruite  stiff  and  the  possession  of  the  Diploma  is  there¬ 
fore  one  of  some  value  to  the  girl.

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VENEREAL  DISEASES,  1945,  (  By  Dr .  J .  Lis sauer) 

The  annual  Venereal  Diseases  statistics  of  1945  do  not  show  any 
outstanding  features  in  comparison  with  those  of  previous  years. 

\  The  co-ooerat ion  of  the  patients  with  regard  to  regular  attendance 

was  quite  satisfactory  and  the  number  of  defaulters  negligible. 

There  was  a  slight  increase  in  the  number  of  female  patients  suffering 
from  svphilis,  but  on  the  whole  the  number  of  patients  attending  the 
Venereal  Diseases  Clinic  and  the  number  of  those  dealt  with  for  the 
first  time  during  1945  do  not  greatly  differ  from  figures  in  previous 
years.  There  is  neither  a  steep  rise  nor  a  sharp  fall  in  any  of  the 
Venereal  Diseases. 

It  was  possible  to  trace  the  source  of  infection  in  a  number 
of  cases  and  to  prevent  in  this  way  further  spread  of  the  disease. 

The  new  drug  Penicillin  which  previously  was  only  available  in 
small  quantities  and  therefore  only  reserved  for  Venereal  Diseases  in 
the  Forces,  is  now  available  through  the  usual  trade  channels  and  its 
use  in  the  treatment  of  disease  in  the  Venereal  Diseases  Clinic 
started  towards  the  end  of  1945,  In  the  first  stages  of  its 
administration  this  drug  had  to  be  injected  3  hourly  over  a  period 
of  8  days  in  case  of  syphilis,  and  was  of  course  in  this  form 
restricted  to  Hospital  Treatment  only.  Penicillin  is  now  available 
in  an  improved  and  highly  concentrated  solution  and  can  easily 
be  given  in  1  single  injection  a  day,  enabling  us  to  finish  a  course  of 
treatment  (in  cases  of  syphilis)  in  5  following  days,  (in  cases  of 
gonorrhoea)  in  1  single  injection* 

This  drug  has  become  another  effective  weapon  in  our  struggle 
against  these  diseases,  besides  our  other  drugs  which  although 
effective,  required  a  very  prolonged  period  of  treatment,  (in  cases  of 
syphilis)  often  over  many  years.  It  Is  to  be  hoped  that  with  the 
help  of  this  new  weapon  this  scourge  of  mankind  which  threatened  to 
undermine  the  life  and  health  of  so  many  young  men  and  women  in  recent 
years,  will  be  stamped  out  more  thoroughly  and  -  most  important  of  all  - 
much  Quicker. 

The  daily  administration  of  Penicillin  involves  more  work 
for  the  staff  of  the  Venereal  Diseases  Clinic  and  the  additional  work 
has  been  carried  out  willingly  and  efficiently. 
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TUBKRCUhOSIS,  1945.  (by  Dr.  J.  Lissauer.) 

The  1945  statistics  show  a  decrease  of  the  number 
of  Notified  Tuberculosis  Patients  (87  Pulmonary, 

24  Non- Pulmonary  Patients  in  1945)  (120  Pulmonary, 

25  Non- Pulmonary  in  1944),  also  the  total  number  of 
cases  remaining  on  the  Tuberculosis  Register  on  the 
31st  December,  1945  is  slightly  less  than  that  of 
1944  (515inl945,  and  550  in  1944). 

The  co-ooeration  with  the  sanatoria  especially 
Poole  Sanatorium,  was  again  as  satisfactory  as  reported 
in  previous  years  and  again  a  number  of  major  thoracic 
operations  were  successfully  carried  out  in  this 
Sanatorium. 

Our  clinical  work  included  Pneumothorax  treatment 
for  25  oatients  (14  male,  11  female),  and  altogether 
339  refills  of  Artificial  Pneumothorax  were  carried  out 
onthese  patients.  A  number  of  men  and  women  on  the 
Tuberculosis  Register  who  had  been  off  work  for  over 
a  year  or  longer  were  enabled  to  start  work  again, 
and  a  considerable  part  of  our  clinical  and  welfare  work 
was  devoted  to  help  and  advise  those  under  our  care  to 
find  suitable  work.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the 
Disabled  Persons  Act  of  1944  which  of  course  includes 
those  disabled  bv  Pulmonary  and  Non- Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
will  help  us  in  our  endeavour  to  find  appropriate 
places  of  work  for  these  men  and  women. 

It  can  truly  be  stated  that  the  vast  majority  of 
our  tuberculosis  patients  were  very  willing  and 
anxious  to  co-operate,  not  only  did  they  undergo  any 
cure,  operation,  or  any  other  treatment  advised,  but 
w-:re  most  willing  and  co-operative  when  told  to 
start  work  again.. 

As  in  previous  years  it  was  our  aim  to  trace 
any  Tuberculosis  Patients  by  examining  as  great  a  number 
of  contacts  as  possible.  All  members  of  the  family 
in  any  newly  notified  case  were  X-Raved  and  seen  at  the 
Tuberculosis  Clinic. 

It  is  realised  that  much  more  remains  to  be  done 
to  make  the  Tuberculous  Service  as  effective  as  we  want 
it  to  be,  but  it  can  safely  be  said  that,  if  in  course 
of  the  New  Health  Service  Bill  the  Tuberculosis  Service 
of  West  Hartlepool  will  be  taken  over  or  fitted  in  to  the 
Regional  Service,  the  work  done  in  this  area  before  will 
prove  not  to  have  been  inferior  to  any  other  Local 
Tuberculosis  work.

The  supply  is  abundant  and  of  satisfactory  quality, 
although  very  hard. 

Every  house  has  a  piped  supply,  direct  from,  the  main. 

Nine  samples  have  been  taken  for  chemical  analysis 
and  all  have  proved  satisfactory. 

Nine  samples  have  been  taken  for  microscopical  and 
bacteriological  examination.  All  gave  negative  results 
under  tests  for  B.  Coli  and  Clostridium  Welchii.

The  Corporation  employ  a  full-time  Rodent  Officer 
to  deal  with  cases  of  infestation  notified  by  the 
public,  and  to  make  inspections  to  find  cases  not  so 
notified.  All  premises  found  to  be  infested  in  the 
original  survey  made  in  the  year  1944  have  been  revisited 
and  appropriate  action  taken. 

The  procedure  adopted  with  regard  to  baiting  and 
poisons  used  is  that  laid  down  bv  the  Ministry  of  Food. 

During  the  year  1191  visits  have  been  made  to 
lay  pre-baits  and  371  visits  to  lay  poison  baits. 

There  is  every  reason  to  believe  that  this  new 
service. is  giving  satisfaction  and  good  results,  except 
that  many  express  the  view  that  the  service  should  not 
be  charged  for.  The  latter  view  is  partly  met  by  not 
making  a  charge  in  cases  where  the  occupier  is  not 
reasonably  able  to  pay. 

A  few  cases  have  been  found  in  which  the  black  rat 
was  the  cause  of  the  infestation.
